A NOTABLE ANNIVERSARY. 


T 


O-DAY is the one hundred and twenty seventh 
anniversary ot events, the most important per- 


haps in the history of our country—not of the re- 
public, for they occurred many months before the 
forpal withdrawal of the colonies from British 
rule by the Declaration of Independence issued at 
Philadelphia July the 4th 1776. The battle of Lex- 
ington and Concord on the igth of April 1775, how- 
ever, led up to, if it was not the primary cause of 
the issuance of the immortal document which pro- 
claimed the birth of the greatest republic that ex- 
ists, or that ever will exist on the face of God's green 
earth. 


It was the minute men at Concord, who, one 


hundred and twenty seven years ago, planted the 
seed which germinated the tree of liberty which 
represents 80,000,000 American freemen to-day, 
who enjoy the blessing of civil and religious liberty, 
which is a God-given right to all who have the 
courage and manhood to assert it, by such means 
and methods as our forefathers adopted for its ac- 
quisition and maintenance. 


The events to which we allude are familiar to 


every student of American history; the historic 
night ride of Paul Kevere, whose stenorian voice as 
he was mounted on his black steed, awakened the 
slumbering yoemanry along the countryside with 
the news of the approach of King George's minions 
from Boston with the hostile purpose of destroying 
the ammunition and supplies of the colonists stored 
at Concord town, eighteen miles from the head- 
quarters of the British-forces in the American col- 
onies, the story of which has warmed the blood of 
every American school boy in the last century. The 
unprovoked massacre of a portion of the little band 
of patriots assembled in front qf the meeting house 
at Lexington, who heeding the admonition of their be- 
loved paston, rested upon their arms and forebore 
firing upon the invaders rather than make them- 
selves the first aggressors in the conflict which they 
all knew was sure to follow, is doubtless well known 
to most of our readers. 
.Equally so, the events a 


few hours afterwards, when the minute men at Con- 
cord, who had heard of the massacre of their breth- 
ern at Lexington, so gallantly repulsed the red 
coats at "the rude bridge that arched the flood" and 
drove them in confusion and disorder from the town, 
and from behind stone walls, haystacks and farm 
buildings, diminished their number in their pell 
mell retreat until they met the reinforcements sent 
to their relief by the British commander at Boston. 


It must not be forgotten that at that time the 


American colonists were subjects of Great Britain, 
and only demanded certain rights as the condition 
to their continued loyalty to England's king. 
But 


these rights were denied and th<*y arose in rebel- 
lion and made the struggle for liberty which after 
more than seven years of sanguinary warfare they 
successfully attained. 
Yet who will deny the jus- 


tice of the cause or the righteousness of the action 
of the minute men at Concord, or that of the colon- 
ists in the subsequent events ? Then if their cause 
was just and their action justifiable, why is not that 
of the Boers in South Africa equally so? They are 
fighting as our forefathers did for their homes and 
the right of self government. 
It is not even pre- 


tended by Great Britain that the Boers owed alle- 
giance to that government, which would \\rest from 
them the country which they had conquered from 
the wilderness with their own hands and estab- 
lished an independent republic without aid from 
any other source whatsoever. 
We 
refrain from 


any such comparison in the attitude of the Filip- 
pinos, but leave it to oui readers to decide. Wheth- 
er the spirit of liberty is not as commendable in 
the eastern as the western hemisphere.

THE STATUS OF UNIONS. 


Nti of the frequent matters of dispute is the re- 
fusal of employer.': to recognize the union of 


their employees and then insisting on dealing with 
them as individuals. Recognition of the union is of 
prime importance to the union man. He will fight 
tor it as quickly asjor a raise of wages which he 
thinks he deserves. In large industries where 
rinny men are employee!, it would seem to be simp- 
ler and <_aMer to deal w i t h ".mo,i> instead of indi-

Injunctions against workmen are becoming less i 


frequent in the east. There have been cases when 
men were enjoined by the courts from striking, and 
frequent appeals are made to check this or that 
move on the pa.it of the strikers, by an injunction. 
A New York judge granted an injunction to're- 
strain certain men from striking or threatening to 
strike, but the court of appeals refused to sustain 
the injunction, and Judge Parker in his decision 
says: 


"They (workingmen) have the right to strike, 


provided the object is not to gratify malice or inflict 
injury upon others, but to secure better terms of 


employment for themselves. 
A peaceful and or- 


derly strike is not in violation of the law. 
A body 


of men, having organized for purposes deemed ben- 
eficial to themselves, have the right, if they feel 
it is detrimental to interests of their organization, to 
refuse to work. 
Their reasons- may seem inade- 


quate to others, but if it seems to be in their inter- 
est as members of an organization to refuse longer 
to work, it is their legal right. 


I am unable to see how it is possible to deny the 


right of the defendant organizations and their mem- 
bers to refuse to work with non-members, when, in 
the event of injury by the carelessness of such em- 
ployees, the burden would have to be borne by the 
injured without compensation fiom the employer 
and with no financial responsibility on the part of 
.those causing the injury. 


So long as workmen must assume all the risk of 


injury that may come to them through the careless- 
ness of employes they have the moral and legal 
right to &ay that they will not work with certain 
men, and the employer must take their dictation or 
go without their services. 


A labor organization is endowed with precisely 


the same legal aight as is an individual to threaten 
to do that which it may. lawfully do." 


This clearly defines and determines the legal 


status of labor in New York State. What is need- 
ed is some general recognition of this status, where- 
by they may settle matters of difference without 
doing or threatening to do the things that Judge 
Parker says they may do or threaten. 
Voluntary 


agreements to submit disputes to arbitration have 
worked well in some cases as is we believe in force 
in the stone cutters trade in the east. 
While it is 


not enforceable, it is respected and observed.
